I have run across the same phenomenom. I have a lot of older CEI and WJ 
gear with 6CW4, 7587, and 8058 nuvistors. Almost half of them test weak, 
but the radios work well. I don't have a manual for my tube tester (Hickok 
539), but no other series of tubes test consistently low. I was wondering 
if the metal to ceramic seals or the ceramic deteriorate with age or the 
cathodes have some inherent weakness. I suppose it could also be something 
in the settings/calibration of the Hickok, but why would it only occur with 


nuvistors?

This is the gist of it. As many have said, the application circuit is the 
best tester. I don't have a tester that can test nuvistors, maybe that's why 


I haven't found many faulty ones - the boatanchors just keep on truckin'! 


Actually when I think about it, I have thrown out precious few tubes over 
the years.

Found an old mic today. Seller said it was Atwater Kent, but I doubt it. 
Imagine an old candlestick phone, now remove the earpiece and cord, and change 
the candlestick and mic to a drab-colored metal hairbrush handle shape, and 
that's close. 

Mic is 6.5" from top to end of handle, diaphragm part about 2.75" in diameter 
with the cone shaped mouthpiece 1.5" around. Screen on mouthpiece held with 
three rivets, diaphragm piece held together with eight rivets and back held on 


Handle held on with triangular piece riveted to back of element housing. 


Aha! Opening it up reveals the cord has a label - KELLOGG S. & CO. and I see 
telltale traces of CARBON... 


So...whatzit for? How old? I am guessing 30s. Doubt it is for telephone 
switchboard use, but...?

Hi John. That is a problem which shows up with 3-500z's. This is not due 
to the tube design. All you need do is resolder the filament pins. The 
cause is likely lack of proper airflow across the pins. 


VV VV 


This problem can be caused by poor socket-tube pin contact. 
The contact becomes oxidized increasing resistance, which causes 
excess heat, which causes additional oxidation...... then the problem 
"feeds" on itself until the temperature of solder is reached! 

I would recommend carefully doing the following maintenance 
periodically: 

1.) Pull tubes, chimneys. 

2.) Check base pins for oxidation/corrosion, 

3.) Check socket pins for the same and clean as needed. (I use 
a mild metal polish and a "Q" tip, followed by a light coating of 


De-Oxit.). 

4.) Check socket pins for adequate "Spring" pressure. Most 
wafer sockets have a small "C" shaped tension spring. This can be 
carefully removed, adjusted and reinstalled if necessary in most 
instances. One must be VERY careful doing this operation! 

5.) Clean tubes and chimneys of excess grime and dust. 

(They do get dirty if your blower/fan is working and air is circulating 
properly.) 
[Unless you live in a "clean room"] 

6.) I would do this at least twice a year if you use the amplifier 
often. Once a year if the use is occasional. The key is to "discover" the 
problem 
before it gets bad. 


Since I have instituted this procedure, I haven't had any trouble with 
the "filament pin unsoldering itself" phenomenon.
